The 
fire in the engine ignited the mass of 
freight care, and before long it had de- 
veloped into a big blaze 


The bodies of two of the unfortu- 


nate victims were dug out from under 
a car of wheat, both of their heads 
and shoulders were burned off to the 
lower part of the body.

MOHAMMEDAN PILGRIMACIE8. 
It,. Devout B»llei«r an HU Way i» tho 
Hair FUww of AiW>l». 
It te the highest religious duty imd it 


to- the intention of every Moslem—in- 
deed, H It enjoined as necessary to his 
salvation—onoo in his lifetime to make 
the pilgrimage, either In person or l>y 
proxy, to the holy places of Arabia. It 
Is not to the purpose to visit Mecca and 
Medina at any time of the year, Only 
hy making the pilgrimage in the right 
month, and by taking part in the cere- 
monies at each holy place on th.tr days 
get apart for them, is the worshiper en- 
titled to the name at Hadji. Repeated 
pilgrimages are works of supereroga- 
tion, bat add to the honor and sanctity 
of the pilgrim. In the cities of Daraas- 
en* and Cairo the traveler sees many 
houses deeoratedott the exterior with 
rude, fantastic and highly colored 
picture*. These mural adornments are 
the certain signal at distinction, for 
they are permitted to no one who has 
not made the Hadi The pilgrimage 
usually occupies about ninety or one 
hundred days. These are the days fol-. 
lowing the great fast of Ramadan. As 
the Moslems reckon by lunar months, 
their seasons do not coincide with ours, 
and so the pilgrimage makes gradually 
the circuit of our year, and the high 
festival days of Mecca may fall In the 
heat of summer 6r In winter time. A 
great caravan sets out yearly from 
Damascus and another from Cairo. 
The straggling band of worshipers 
from 
the 
wide world either fall 


in with these caravans en route, or 
make their way to Mecca as they 
can, and await there the arrival of the 
mass of pilgrims. That from Cairo sots 
out on the 25th of the month Showel, 
following the fast of Ramadan. The 
three days of high ceremony in and 
about Mecca are the 10th, llth and 12th 
of Zul Hadj, and the caravan returns to 
Cairo about the 35th of Sailer. 


Formerly the pilgrims assembled on 


the edge of the desert outside of Cairo, 
where the 3aravan was formed. It took 
np its line of march across the desert, 
passing north- of Suez, round the Gulf 
of Aakaba, and turning south to Yemho- 
el-NakheL Here it found itself near 
the great Syrian caravan, which had 
come from Damascus byway of Medina, 
and marched on a parallel line with 
that to Mecca. It traveled only by 
night, and rested In the day-time. The 
journey took thirty-one .nights, and as 
there was a halt of seven en tire days on 
the road, the distance from Cairo to 
Mecca was reckoned at thirty-seven 
days. These two caravans were the im- 
portant and official contributions! to the 
Mecca festival, but there was a smaller 
Bagdad caravan, and great numbers,' 
singly and in groups, went by boat to 
Jedda (Djedda), the port of the Bed sea, 
distant abont forty-six miles from the 
holy city; and immense crowds flocked 
in from all parta^of Arabia, by which 
the conventional number of 70,000 
was made up. It was said that if this 
number were not present for the day at 
Arafat, the angels would miraculously 
increase it. There have been great ex- 
aggerations in the estimates of the an- 
nual concourse at Mecca.1 Ludovlco 
Bartima.of Rome, estimated the Damas- 
cus caravan in 1503 at 40,000 men and 
35,000 camels. Oiovanni Flnant.i, rene- 
gade Italian conscript, in 181* pot the 
Syrian and African caravans at 40,000. 
All'Bey (a Spaniard), whose renl name 
was Domingo Badla y Leblich, in 1807 
computed 80,000 men, 2,000 women and 
1,000 children assembled on the day of 
Arafat; and Burckhardt (1814) estimated 
the crowd at Arafat at 70,000. Burton, 
in 1858, was sure there were not over 
7,000 in the Damascus caravan, cor more 
than 50,000 on Mount Arafat 
Both 


Burckhardt and Burton thought the 
number of annual pilgrims diminishing. 


The official caravan from Damascus 


carries the covering for the prophet's 
tomb at Medina, which is annually re- 
newed. Cairo supplies, annually at the 
expense of the government, the taahmel, 
or canopy of dark cloth or velvet, 
wrought with texts in dark thread, 
which is the cover of tho Kaaba,and the 
kisweh, or lining for the interior of the 
Kaaba, which is of rich silk, heavily 
embroidered with Arabic sentences in 
gold. The kisweh that,was hung in 
the temple a year is brought back to 
Cairo and divided in bits and shreds 
among the faithful. 
Formerly the 


mahtnel used to remain, and the Kanba 
was shrouded in layer above layer,until 
the cloth decayed, but now the old can- 
opy is removed before the new is put on. 


The conditions of pilgrimage have 


greatly changed in the last few years. 
The Syrian and African caravans con- 
tinue, but they "seem to be less in size. 
The governments still pay tribute to 
the desert sheiks for passage through 
their territories, but tho iHngers whieh 
required so many to travel together 
seem to have diminished. 
Pilgrims 


make their way from all parts of the' 
world by rail and by steamboat As 
hosts undertake the pilgrimage who are 
exceedingly poor, and many postpone it 
till they are diseased and old, the mor- 
tality must still be great, and large 
numbers die on the way, or have the 
felicity of passing to'paradise from the 
vicinity of the Kaaba, their wasted, 
fanatical bodies bathed for the lost 
time in the sacred waters of the well 
Zomzem. The annual pilgrimage from, 
Cairo (foes by rail to Suez, and there 
takes steamboats to Jeddo. In the sea- 
son tramp steamers voyage a,bout the 
Mediterranean, picking up pilgrims at 
every Mohammedan port, and trans-'; 
porting them through the canal and 
the 
Red Sea to 
Jeddo. 
These 


steamers are usually overcrowded, and 
the passengers suffer more, though for 
a loss time, than the old desert travel- 
ers, and from time to time we hear that 
one of these unseaworthy crafts is con* 
sumed by fire, or has gone down with 
its load of devotees.

Seymour to be buried alive and re- 
main in the ground while a orop of barley 
la sown, ripened and harvested over his 
grave. Dr. E. O. Dann, of Rockford, 
having been selected to take charge of 
the test, was interviewed at nfa home. 
Andrew Seymour, s eon of the professor, 
was also present at tbe interview, and ex- 
pressed the belief that his father oan enc- 
oessfally perform the feat. 


Dr. Dann said: "There is no question 


that this test can be performed. I have 
seen it performed snooraatally three tints 
in India, at Allahabad, Delhi and Vt- 
nares. There will be considerable pre- 
paration before the body is inhumed. 
For several days Seymour will be fed 
upon fat and heat-prodnoiog food. The 
object ot this is to provide an exosss or 
caloric. He will then throw himself into 
a cataleptic state, controlling the action 
of the longs and heart The Innga will 
then be filled with pare air to their ut- 
most capacity and the tongue placed 
back and partially down the throat in 
such a manner us to completely olose th? 
aperture to the lungs. The nose, eyes, 
ears, etc., will bo hermetically sealed with 
wax. A preparation of parraffine will be 
spread over the entire body to olose the 
pores ot tbe skin. 


"The 
body will then be ready for 


burial. It will then be put in a casket 
much larger than would be used were he 
being buried for good. This will be 
placed inside of another casket and both

Besides, it he woe buried in B 
field, we might not be able to guard 
against curious mobs. My plan is to 
rent n vacant house and make the inter- 
ment in the cellar in the presence of wit- 
nesses, having two responsible pereons 
guard the grave day and night. I wonld 
rather not leave him nnder ground more 
than four weeks, although he has insisted 
on remaining longer." 


The doctor added that the feat can be 


accomplished ss easily no a bear oan 
hibernate during the winter season. The 
test will be made probably before August 
1st, either in Eookford or Chicago. Sey- 
mour will go on with tie arrangements. 
He carries {10,000 insurance on his life. 
Oneot th» companies wrote him that if 
he attempted the feat the policy would 
be canceled, bat the doctor declares this 
will not prevent the test.

Need of an Improved Method of

Stopping street Cam. 


A brake is essentially an apparatus or 


Jitlna whtoh serves the pnrpoee of re- 
tarding tfc» tvottaajet tb* oar or other 
vahMe. la ether wetjda, «a» otek* is 
simply •oftffat 
grado*jo> pn*Mti»g the 


inertia of the moving oar boa aetiog. 
Friction upon the periphery ef-ttat etl 
wheel has been the means employed, 
and, as a matter ot foot, this seems the 
only feasible manner of diminishing the 
acquired speed. Bnt the brake now in 
nee oauLOt immediately stop tbe oar; a 
minimnm diutanoe, when a car is travel- 
ing at about eight or ten miles per hoar, 
in which all motiou-is arrested, is about 
forty feet, or nearly twice the length ot 
the cor. This is satisfactory for ordinary 
us*, bnt when danger is imminent, we 
want something better tban this. Mot 
an immediate etop, of oonrae, for that is 
almost impossible, and the effects wonld 
be little better than a onllisioD, bnt a 
broke whose action is automatic, rapid 
and safe. This would prevent many ot 
such accidents aa havo occasionally oc- 
curred here.

The Orop Outlook. 


In the northern and central counties 


ot the state, the temperature ot the past 
e jven days has been generally above tbe 
normal, while in tbe southern division it 
has ranged from about 1 to 3 degrees 
daily below. The percentage ot sun- 
shine has been generally in excess ot a 
seasonable amount. 
Except in a few of 


the extreme southern counties, where 
local showers occurred on the 19th and 
20th, there has been, on entire absence 
of rain daring the week. 
Like the pre- 


ceding week, while the conditions have 
continued favorable for farm work, they 
have injuriously affected the growing 
crops. A general rain wonld be of the 
greatest benefit to all vegetation. 


Wheat harvesting is now practically 


completed, and threshing is progressing 
in the central and southern counties, bnt 
tbe yield and qnality ot the grain gen- 
erally is a great disappointment to farm- 
ers. In come sections of the southern 
division the yield has been very fair and 
qnality good. Corn on light soil -is re- 
ported injured by the continued drouth; 
many fields are badly fired; it ia feared 
tbe crop will be oat short; on good soil, 
however, it remains generally in good 
condition bnt needs rain. Chinch bngs 
are damaging the corn in Some localities, 
Hayhsrveatingisabontoompleted; while 
many reports give a light yield, an im- 
mense crop has been harvested in some 
sections. Bye catting is also about fin- 
ished. Pastures are burning np and 
need rain badly. Blackberries are re- 
ported drying up.sml apples and peaches 
are still dropping from the trees. Some 
complaints have been received of dry rot 
in the potatoes end tomatoes.
